Jack Petersen, of Cardiff, gained the 
decision in points over Ernst Guehring, of 
Germany, at t'> Royal Albert Hall, London, 
last night. It was a gruelling contest, with 
Petersen much the cleverer and’ faster, but 
the German put ap a remarkably game dis- 
play, and stood up to a continued attack in 
a manner that showed the possession of 
wonderful strength. Petersen’s defence was 
excellent, and he was fully able to cope with 
anything that Guehring could do. 

ROUND 1, 

Petersen leapt at his man like a tiger, 
forcing the German to the ropes. The British 
champion got in a hard right to the chin, and 
Guehring held on. Petersen, fighting terrifi- 
cally, punched him off and stabbed his 
opponent withi two straight lefts. The 
Englishman was fighting as if he meanj to 
finish the contest in quick time. Again he 
smashed in a left to the chin, and Guehring 
got in close to escape further punishment. 
The German was slow, but towards the end 
of the round he caught Petersen with a right 
to the jaw. Petersen manceuvred the German 
on to the ropes. to smash in a hard right to 
the body, and, in his eagerness to finish the 
fight, missed badly with a right swing, but 
his defence was ive res to save him 
from punishment when Guehring attempted 
a right. . 

ROUND 2. 

Guehring missed with a left swing, and 
Petersen caught him nicely to the body with 
his left. Petersen measured his man with a 
perfect left, and then crashed home two rights 
in swift succession that sent Guehring on 
his heels against the ropes. The German 
quickly recovered, and he got home a good 
left and right to the face. Petersen landed 
a perfect straight left to the German’s mouth, 
and he had his opponent guessing by his 
swift footwork and mee. Guehring 
attempted to carry the fight to his man, but 
the champion covered up well and survived 
a furious two-handed onslaught by the 
German. Indeed, Petersen retaliated to the 
extent of sending his opponent staggering 
from a short hook to the chin. 

ROUND 3. 

Straight into a clinch the men ran at the 
beginniug of this rouud. From the break 
Guehring poked his left into Petersen’s face, 
forcing him back. They then stood toe to 
toe exchanging terrific punches, and both 
were glad to hang on. So far it had been a 
very clean fight, with little holding. 

ROUND 4. 

Petersen began this round with a swift 
two-handed attack that made Guehring 
stagger against the ropes Petersen’s left 
was working like a piston, but he took three 
light lefts to the face while maneuvring his 
man into position for a smashing right tu the 
face, and then staggered the German with a 
left to the jaw, and Guebring had a bad 
time before he managed to hang on. He, 
however, forced Petersen to cover up in @ 
two-handed attack. 

ROUND 5. 
Petersen opened with that same swift two- 
handed attack he had employed at the 
beginning of the other rounds. Guehring 
was standing up to some heavy punishment, 
for Petersen was getting in his left, and on 
one occasion he crossed with the right and 
made his opponent cover up. That right was 
a damaging blow, and it seemed to sap both 
tho strength and the confidence of Guehring. 
ROUND 6. 

Straight into his man went Guehring, and 
with a terrific left swing to the body sent 
Petersen on his heels against the ropes. 
Petersen fought back, but again Guebring got 
in a left to the jaw, and things were looking 
interesting when the referee rye the 
contest in order to tie the lace of Guehring’s 
left glove. Guehring appeared to hit low 
with a right and was told by the referee to 


OUND 7. 
From a clinch Petersen landed hard with 
a left to the body, and then Guehring was 
warned a second time for hitting low.

Prices, how- 
ever, were unafiected thereby, as sellers 
found no difficulty in realising previous full 
terms for ordinary descriptions of steers and 
heifers, while the choicer exhibits, especially 
handier weights suitable to local require- 
ments, indicated a dearer turn, and market 
got sold up at a reasonable hour, except for 
some lots of the rougher class.

Shippers 
showed more caution in their dealings, and in 
most cases owners were obliged to let the 
pick of things go at less money, Home 
dairymen are apparently not much in want 
at the moment. Prices, in the circumstances, 
were very in and out, and generally 10s. to 
15s. per head lower over the week. It was 
difficult in the circumstances to make a clear- 
ance.

ROAD COMPETITION. 


The annual general meeting of the Grand 
(anal Company was keld at Grand Canal 
House, James's street, Dublin, yesterday, 
Mr. John McCann, chairman, presiting. 

The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
report and statement of accounts, said that 
the severe economic depression had increased 
during the year, and the result had been 
that, owing to the smaller volume of trade 
passing in the country, the company’s earn- 
igs had been less, and they had found it 
necessary to reduce the dividend on the 
ordinary shares to 2 per cent.

That advantage had been 
greatly appreciated. The company, however, 
cáis wise a to suffer a great injustice by 
reason of the statutory obligations they had 
to observe, and which did not apply to the 
carriage of goods by road. While, obviously, 
the motor lorry must continue, they claimed 
that their competitors should be subject to 
some form of control, and they should not 
ba permitted to carry goods without restric 
tien of any kind or without giving regular 
service. 

As matters now stood, motor lorries took 
ali the traffic that was profitable and refused 
ali goods which would not give them a profit 
they required, while the Canal Company 
must accept all classes of goods, and, whether 
the traffic was remunerative or not, all must 
be carried. Further, they had to pay rates 
in every county through which their system

I think it was Mr. Robert Lynd who 
first gave public expression to the feeling 
which exists among sensitive people. witn 
regard to ‘‘crooning’’ singers in wire 
less programmes.

Belfast Art Exhibition. 


I see that the Rodin Exhibition of 
bronze sculptures, which is being held in 
Belfast at present, contains a remarkably 
fine bust of Mr. Bernard Shaw.

LECTURE BY DR. BODKIN. 


Dr. Thomas Bodkin, Director of the 
National Gallery of Ireland, gave a lecture 
to the Dublin French Society yesterday on 
the subject of Edouard Manet. 

Manet, he said, was born in 1832 and died 
in 1883, but, in spite of his comparatively 
short life, he had an eventful career as a 
painter, and was the leader of a group which 
changed the whole course of art in Europe 
Although he was a rebel, however, he had 
a respect for tradition: he was influenced 
considerably by the work of the old masters, 
and, especially during his earlier -period, ty 
the great Spanish painters. 

After giving a description of the beginning 
of Manet’s career, Dr. Bodkin went on to 
say that in 1865 he painted his portrait, 
“Olympia,” which was possibly his master. 
piece. It provoked a storm of criticism and 
abuse when first exhibited, and remained 
unsold until after Manet’s death, when it was 
purchased at the Exposition Universelle of 
1889 by some friends of the painter, and 
presented to the Luxembourg Gallery in Paris. 

Befcre long the young painters began to 
recognise the worth of Manet, and among 
them were several outstanding members of 
the modern French school, including Monet 
and Picasse Manet was soon one of the 
best-known painters in the country, bit he 
met with no material success until 1872, 
when a number of his pictures were 
purchased. 

Manet was criticised and derided all his 
life, and, although he was now recognised at 


his true Worth in other countries, his native |. 


land had been slow to do him justice. The 
State had never bought one of his pictures, 


i either during his life or afterwards, and in 


Paris there was not even a statue to him. 

M. Guerlet, the French Minister, presided 
at the lecture, which was illustrated with 
lantern slides. . In introducing Dr. Bodkin, 
M. Guerlet paid a tribute to his valuable 
work in the cause of art. Dr. Bodkin, he said, 
had not remained unrecognised by the French 
Government, which’ had presented him with 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour only a few 
weeks ago. 


KING AWARDS MEDALS 
FOR GALLANTRY. 


DEAD ARCTIC EXPLORER 
HONOURED. 


When King George held the second inves- 
titure of the year yesterday he honoured a 
dead Arctic hero, Mr. Henry George Watkins, 
lender of the Arctic Air Route Expedition, 
who was drowned last year in a canoe in the 
Polar .regions. 

Co'onel Henry Watkins, his son, rece.ved 
from the King’s hands the Polar medal 


i awarded to his father. 


The King also gave the Polar medal to 
Mr. Augustine Courtauld, who was relieved 
by Mr. Henry Watkins in 1931 after spending 
many weeks isolated in the Arctic. 

Eight mine heroes also arrived at the 
Palace to receive from the King the Edward 
medals for gallantry.

The everyday dog, whether he be of 
lveeding or not, possesses _ sufficient 
intelligence to obtain a “ pass” in such an 
examination, providing he is given the 
necessary cnichind by an efficient teacher. 
The training required need not last more than 
half an hour a day, extended over a period 
of about three months. The ideal time to begin

A South African Coalition. 


After years of embittered controyersy 
there seems to be a reasonable chance 
that the two great parties in South Afriza 
may join in a coalition Government. 
Almost since the Peace of Vereeniging 
General Hertzog and General Smuts have 
been in opposite camps. The one has 
taken the view that South Africa must 
break away from the British connection ; 
the other, virtually from the outset, has 
reaiised the value of imperial citizenship, 
and has striven for a reunion of all the 
white people in South Africa on the basis 
of a British Dominion. Each side, in its 
turn, has enjoyed successes. General Smuts, 
as leader of the South African Party of 
Dutch and British combined, played a 
famous part during the Great War, and 
afterwards headed a Government in South 
Africa that: brought much benefit to the 
country. General Hertzog, insisting on 
the narrowest principles of Dutcen 
nationalism, has been Premier for several 
years, and, like Mr. de Valera in the 
Irish Free State, has tried to administer 
the country as if the British Empire never 
had existed. A few weeks ago Mr. Tielman 
Roos, one of General Hertzog’s former 
supporters, who had been raised to the 
dignity of a Judge of Appeal, resigned 
from the Bench’ in order to protest 
against the Premier's attitude on nation.) 
The movement which he 
started seems to have been responsible 
for the latest development in South 
African: affairs. 

Since Mr. Tielman Roos began his cam- 
paign against exaggerated nationalism 
there have been many attempts to bring 
about a reconciliation between General 
Hertzog and General Smuts. In these 
parleys an important part has been played 
by Mr. Patrick Duncan, a man of excep- 
tional ability, who was a member of the 
late Viscount Milner’s so-called “ kinder- 
garten ' after the Boer War, and seemed 
at one .time recently to be a probable 
successor to General Hertzog as Premier. 
Mainly as a result of his good offices, 
General Hertzog and General Smuts have 
come together at last, and there is every 
chance that in the near future a Govern- 
ment will be formed with General Hertzog 
as Premier and General Smuts as one of 
his principal Ministers. Parliament may 
be dissolved next week, before the Budget 
is introduced, in which event there will be 
a general election early in May, and the 
Budget will be postponed until July. The 
two leaders of the big parties must consult 
their political caucuses before the provi- 
sional agreement between them can. be 
ratiliel; but there is little doubt that 
British and Dutch alike will be delighted 
by the early settlement of a feud that has 
poisoned South African politics for so 
many years. 

By far the most important feature of 
the . coalition—if, indeed, the project is 
not wrecked at the last minute—will be 
the fact that it is based on continued 
membership of the British Commonwealth. « 
At one time General Hertzog was a von- 
vinced separatist, but at last he has come 
to realise that the Union of South Africa, 
without the co-operation of the 
British inhabitants, has no hope to 
thrive. South Africa’s main problem is 
constituted by the huge population of 
blacks, who are increasing rapidly in num- 
bers, and any permanent division among 
the whites would be disastrous. Unity 
is impossible on the basis of an indepen- 
dent republic ; and General Hertzog seems 
to have come to the very sensible conclu- 
sion that the iumayinary shackles of the

quieting—will be canvassed by the citizens 
and within the Civic Guard itself. Is the 
Government entertaining, and concealing, 
some charge which, in its view, justifies 
General O’Duffy’s dismissal on grounds of 
discipline or order? Is the dismissal 
based on political motives? During recent 
months the extreme Republicans have been 
clamouring for General O’Duffy’s head on 
a charger. Is his sudden removal a con- 
cession to their demand? Surely Presi- 
dent de Valera will realise that even a 
week's tenure of such suspicions must hurt 
the public moral, and that for this reason, 
and in bare justice to General O’ Duffy, 
a full explanation of the whole matter 
cannot be withheld. If, however, the 
Government is chary of an explanation, 
the Opposition ‘must employ every means 
to exact it. 


Ethics of the Ether. 


The debate on broadcasting in the 
House of Commons this week ended in 
the defeat of an amendment, proposed by 
a Labour member, to impose closer parlia- 
mentary control upon broadcast pro- 
grammes. While the result of the dis- 
cussion was scarcely in doubt, it may be 
welcomed as an indication that the 
potentialities of this new public service 
at last have been recognised. A decade 
of broadcasting has shown that the toy 
may become the most powerful instrument 
yet devised for the furtherance of the 
world’s good; and the incident of 
last New Years Day supplied the 
necessary stimulus to public imagina- 
tion. Not even tle most fanatical czitic 
of the British Broadcasting Corporation, 
we imagine, saw in the references to con- 
tinental politics, which gave such offence 
to Poland, anything more sinister than 
an excess of zeal. Yet the furore caused by 
the incident is sufficient to indicate the 
seriousness and the searchings of heart 
which must go to the composition of broad. 
casts on controversial matters. The out- 
come of the debate is to leave broadcasting 
in the United Kingdom in the hands of 
& responsible corporation, which must 
exercise its own judgment in the selection 
of suitable topics for broadcast lectures 
and talks; and the great majority of 
listeners will approve the decision. 
Secure, therefore, in the freedom of the 
air, wireless in the United Kingdom will 
be allowed to develop naturally. The 
possibilities of such development lItnd 
themselves to stimulating visions of the 
future. Mr. Winston Churchill, who 
spoke as the champion of a liberty large 
as the air itself, informed the House on 
good authority that within a few years 
members of Parliament may be able to 
address their constituents on a special 
wave-length adapted to the area—a device 
which, by ridding political broadcasts of 
much gencral platitude, will relieve elec- 
tion campaigns of some of their terrors 
for listeners. The Dublin programmes, 
at least, cannot be attacked on the grounds 
of undue attention to controversy. A 
foreigu listener might be tempted, indeed, 
to believe that the Irish public either is 
oddly united. on all questions of modern 
debate or else is ignorant that such ques- 
tions exist.

Prob- 
ably the main objection is the fact that 
the removal of the permanent way from the 
streets would relieve the tramway under- 
taking from the necessity to maintain the 
roads, and the cost of their upkeep in that 
event would fall upon the city rates. The 
Ministry of Home Affairs has refused to 
sanction any further loans for the tram- 
way undertaking until it has received from 
the Corporation a considered statement 
concerning the whole future.of municipal 
transport in Belfast; and it is more than 
likely that changes of some kind will be 
made. Recently, a fleet of new, and 
particularly fast, tramcars was placed in 
service in the city, but the improvement 
which was expected from these vehicles 
has been hindered seriously by the exist- 
ence of so many old tramcars. In Belfast, 
as in Dublin, the tramway system is both 
efficient and prosperous; but it is not 
sufficiently mobile to suit the needs of 
modern transport.

N 1931, when the financial situation was 
| acute, a special Act was passed authoris- 
ing a reduction of, ten per ceut. in the 
pay of those Indian, civil servants whose re- 
muneration was fixed by Statute.

Butler moved the second reading of a bill to 
extend the provisions of that Act to the 
3ist March, 1934, but with the difference 
that the ten per cent. “cut” is to be re- 
duced to five per cent. He expressed his 
regret that conditions did not permit the 
restoration of the full scale of pay, but he 
promised that the “ cuts "’ would be removed 
at the earliest possible opportumty. 

Sir Reginald Craddock, commenting upon 
the hardships caused by the reductions, said 
that even a District Commissioner of his 
acquaintance had had to dispense with a 
punkah, ; 

After further discussion, Sir Samuel Hoare 
said that he hoped that this bill would be 
the last of its kind ever introduced. 

The bill was read a second time without a 
division. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Howard Gritten called attention to the de- 

lorable condition of the fishing industry.

The 
industry was now threatened with ruin, if 
not absolute extinction, although hundreds 
of thousands of men depended upon it for a 
living. The main cause of this disastrous 
state of affairs was foreign competition and 
dumping. Since 1913 the imports of foreign 
caught fish had increased four-fold, and to- 
day Japanese frozen halibut was being sold 
in Aberdeen. ‘The price fetched by this. 
foreign produce was too low to permit of 
our own fishermen making a living, 
and there was no hope for them unless they 
were assured of a market at ra 
prices. The ten per cent. tariff was ridicul- 
ously ineffective. Twenty per cent. at least 
should be the datum point, and 334 would 
be still better. ' 
Mr. G. -Nichvlson remarked that the 
Minister of Agriculture seemed to be paying 
attention to the loaves and forgetting the 
fishes. (Laughter.) 

Sir G. Rentoul pointed out that about a 
million and a half ot people depended upon 
the industry for a livelihood. he result of 
yermitting millions of pounds’ worth olf 
lerdian fish to be sold in Great Britain was 
that there was an oversupply, and fish were 
heing sold below the cost of production.

OBITUARY. 


ADMIRAL P. F. TILLARD. 
Admiral Philip Francis Tillard

He 
was promotéd to the rank of Major, and 
during the retreat of the Fifth Army in 
March, 1918, on the Somme, hé held up 
a part of the German advance With his 
labour battalion. The veterans fought 
the oncoming Germans with picks and 
shovels, being surprised without arms. 
The Colonel was given the D.S,O. for the 
part he played: He started work as a 
miner and qualified as a manager.

MR. JOHN BOYCE,

Taxation of Beer. 


A resolution, asking that the duty on 
beer shall be reduced by 2d. a pint, wil!

In face of this terrific assault, the Chinese have withdrawn their 
outlying detachments in the Nanling and Peipiao area, and are form- 
ing a strong line at Chaoyang and along the hills overlooking the 


valley, over which the Japanese must now pass to continue the offen-

Japan has notified the Governments of the Powers that she will 
do her utmost to prevent fighting in Jehol spreading south of the 
Great Wall, thus indicating that she has no desire to be drawn into 
a war with China, while maintaining that Jehol is part of ' Man- 


chukuo. - 


Japanese warships, however, are keeping a strict watch on the 
Shanhaikwan-Chinwangtao area, which is south of the Wall, and 
are sweeping the countryside with searchlights to keep trace of any

NANKING, Thursday. 

6 TF CHANG HSUEH-LIANG’S troops 

and other anti-Manchukuo elements 
persist in taking positive action in Jehol, 
it will be difficult to guarantee that fight- 
ing will not spread to North China,’’ is 
one of the statements of the Japanese 
memorandum, which was presented to the 
Foreign Office here this afternoon. 

‘ Should Fang Yu Lin and his troops, 
as well as other anti-Manchukuo forces, 
surrender to Manchukuo, they will be 
dealt with leniently,’’ suys the Note, which 
adds: ‘‘ The Manchukuo Army 1s now put- 
ting into execution its plan to exterminate 
bandits and remnants of soldier bandits in 
Jehol."’ 

The Japanese memorandum says that 
China must be held entirely responsible 
for any situation resulting from a spread 
ot fighting to North China, and declares 
that the presence of Chang Hsueh-Liang’s 
troops in Jehol is incompatible with the 
sovereignty of Manchukuo, which Japan 
is bound to protect under the terms of 
the Japanese-Manchukuo Protocol con- 
cluded last year. 


REPLY BY RETURN, 

China’s reply is probably the quickest 
aver given to a Note from one State to 
anotuer, ms ' 

in it China indignantly repudiates the 
Japanese demand, declaring ‘‘ the fact 
that Japan is not only bent on attacking 
and seizing Jehol, but also declares that 
her military operations may be extended 
to North China, ts sufficient to prove 
that her long-cherished policy of aggres- 
sion remains unchanged.” : 

The reply stresses that Jehol is an in- 
tegral part of Chinese territory, and in 
dispatching troops there for defence 
ugainst external aggression the Chinese 
Government is exercising its sovereign 
rights. 

’ The Japanese Government must be 
held absolutely .responsible for the 1n- 
vasion of Jehol, and as for the puppet 
régime in the three Kastern provinces, it 
ix a Japanese creation, pure and simple, 
a fact which is known to the whole world.”’ 

‘Against this régime and the so-called 
Japan-Manchukuo Protocol, the Chinese 
Government has sepeatedly lodged strong 
protests with the Japanese Government, 
declaring that tne Chinese Government 
could never give them recognition.”’ 

The Chinese troops in Jehol, in taking 
the necessary defensive measures, will be 
acting within their rights, it adds. 

Finally, the reply deals with the 
Japanese reference to ‘‘ bandit-soldiers cf 


Jehol,” saying that Governor Tang Yu-Lin | 
pared to take whatever steps it deems 


is a high military authority of the Chinese 
Government, and that the Japanese 
allegation ‘‘ must be regarded as a 


deliberate affront.”’ 


STRATEGIC POSITION. 


The Japanese may take with compara-

the fire of the strategically-placed Chinese 
machine guns and artillery. 

Peipiao, the important junction town 
near the Jehol border, has been evacuated 
by the Chinese after two days’ fighting. 
and the Chinese troops have reformed 
their line to the north of the town in a 
valley which offers strategic advantages 
over the Japanese advance. 

Meanwhile, bands of volunteers operat- 
ing independently are reported to have cut 
the railway between Nanling and Peipiao, 
which is aimed at impeding the Japanese 
reinforcements, 

Chinese reports declare that the 
Japanese are finding their preliminary 
operations more difficult than they at first 
expected, as, it is stated, reinforcements 
ure being rushed to the front from Chin- 
chow.

The general opinion in Tokyo regarding 
the proposal for an embargo on the supply 
of arms to China and Japan is that it 
would do more harm ,than good, as it 
would simply irritate, but not seriously 
inconvenience, Japan, who is, to a large 
extent, self-supplying. 
The Kremlin is watching closely the 
actions of Japan on the Jehol] border, 
though they are riot considered as a threat 
to Russia, says a Moscow message.

“I repotted the fall facts to the Govern- 
ment immediately that I heard of the 
case myself, It is very unfortunate that 
my removal should coincide with the Court 
action, as public opinion might connect 
the two incidents. I believe, however, 
that the Government, in justice to me, 
will make the. position clear in this 
regard, 

“No cause has been assigned for my 
removal. No charge has been made, or 
can be made, against me, and I am not 
conscious of having done anything 
wrong.’’ 


A SEVERE WRENCH. 


General O'Duffy feels very keenly his 
separation from the Civic Guards. “I 
have,” he said, “‘devoted the best years 
of my life, through very difficult and 
trying times, in establishing for this State 
a police organisation of which any country 
and any Government might well feel 
proud, and I felt it a severe wretch to 
be forced to sever my cpnnection with 
such an estimable body of men. The best 
way the members can show their apprecia- 
tion of my efforts and sacrifices on their 
behalf for the past eleyen years is to 
maintain that high standard of discipline, 
loyalty, and self-respect which has 
characterised the Force up to now. 

“Although I am no longer their Com- 
missioner, my interest in their welfare, 
individually and collectively, will con- 
tinue, and, perhaps, some dav I might, 
please God, be in a position to assist them 
again.”

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BALLAST WAGONS TO

VIENNA, Thursday. 


An extraordinary development in con- 
nection with the Hirtenberg “ gun- 
running ” affair came to light to-day. It 
was announced this evening that Egon 
Seefehlner, a doctor of engineering, had 
been placed ‘‘on leave.” This was 
ascribed to various reasons, especially be- 
cause he was supposed to have misin- 
formed the Chancellor of the financial 
position of the State railways. 

It is now declared that his virtual dis- 
missal is due to an endeavour to engage 
persons in measures contrary to the terms 
of the recent agreement with the represen- 
tatives of France and England in the 
Hirtenberg affair. : 

The Social Democrat Party publishes an 
official version of the affair, declaring that 
Dr. Seefehiner attempted to bribe re 
a trade union leader, to carry out the fol- 
lowing proposal :— 

‘‘ Arms still lying in Hirtenberg should 
not be sent tbe Semmering to Italy, 
but via Wienerneustadt, Aspang, Fehring, 
and thus to Italy. In Wienerneustadt— 
through an apparent error at the point— 
the train should switch on to the Oeden- 
burg line, where the arms would be un- 
loaded, the wagons filled with ballast, and 
the train should proceed back to 
Wienerneustadt as a wrongly-directed 
train, and would then go on to Italy as 
the arms transport.

PUBLIC WORKS. 


In a leading article on the use of public 
credit to stimulate enterprise The Times 
to-day says:—The Government _ itself, 
through the mouths of Mr. Chamberlain 
and Sir E. Hilton Young, has already 
admitted the possibility that public enter- 
prise may contribute a more substantial 
alleviation of unemployment than it is 
doing at the moment; and Mr, Chamber- 
lain, in his speech a week ago, practically 
invited local authorities to expand their 
applications for the sanctioning of loans 
for remunerative purposes. The extent of 
the feeling in favour of this course, and 
the qualified encouragement. given by the 
Government to this feeling make it the 
more essential that there should be no 
misconception @ithér~about™the beneficial 
use of public credit or about the possible 
effects of any ‘use of public credit upon 
the problem of unemployment. 

In the first place, it must be made clear 
that the statements of the Government 
do not imply any ‘comversion or reversion 
to the theory that public works are a 
cure for unempleyment. That theory has 
been sufficiently disproved bv the ex- 
perience of the peat The object of the 
Government's policv should clearly he to 
diffuse the advantages of cheap money as 
widely and as swiftly as possible. It 
remains as true to-day as ever it was 
that the way to attain this object is not 
to scatter largesse in the form of Ex- 
chequer grants, because that method 
involves taking back. with one hand in 
the form of taxation the money given 
with. the other. 

There is no immediate cost, and a re- 
latively negligible risk of future cost, in 
using the public credit, either by sanction- 
ing the raising of loans by local aathori- 
ties or by guaranteeing privately-raised 
loans for the production of commodities 
in respect of which home producers have 
clearly not satisfied the home market. 
Care must be taken to see that this use of 
the public credit is not so extensive or so 
ill-directed as to undermine the public 
credit @nee again; for in that case the 
value of the work and of the sacrifices of 
the last eighteen months would be largely 
thrown away; but there can be no 
reasonable doubt that much could be 
done without producing any such evil 
consequence.

INSTANT DISSOLUTION: 


ELECTION IN MAY.

HE way is now clear for 2 Coalition 
Government for the Union, ot sh 
a tentative agreement reached by Genera 
Hertzog and Genera] Smuts, and, if the 
project materialises, Reuter’s —Corre- 
spondent learned to-night, General 
Hertzog will be Prime Minister of the 
Coalition and General Smuts will have a 
place in the Cabinet. 

The position at the moment is that 
both Nationalist and South Africa Party 
caucuses have been summoned to meet at 
10.30 to-morrow morning, and a further 
meeting of the party leaders and their 
lieutenants will be held before the caucus 
meetings. 

It is understood that the negotiations 
have so far advanced that there is a 
strong probability that the final touches 
will be given to the agreement to-morrow 


morning. 
TO REMAIN IN EMPIRE. 


In this caso the respective party leaders 
will make announcements totheir caucuses, 
and thereby relieve the tension which 
might otherwise exist over the week-end. 
Should, however, an unexpected obstacle 
arise to-morrow, no announcements will 
be made, 

The coalition agreement is confined to 
broad principles, and thus far there has 
been no question of the allocation of seats 
in the Cabinet. 

General Hertzog and General Smuts 
agree that there shall be full maintenance 
of South African membership of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, and 
have also agreed on the native question, 
specifically safeguarding the Cape’s special 
native franchise rights. 

Parliament is to be dissolved probably 
next week, without the Budget being pre- 
sented. The Budget will be the first task 
of the new Parliament, which will pro- 
bably meet in July, after a general elec- 
tion in May. 


NATIONAL STATUS. 


Among General Hertzog’s conditions 
were provisions that the unitary basis of 
a united South Africa, as laid down in the 
South Africa Act, the national flag and 
equal language rights should be retained. 
The government of the country should 
continue to be conducted on a basis of 
| national principles. in. the spirit of South 
African national independence and in 
harmony with South Africa’s sovereign 
independent status, which was confirmed 
by the Statute of Westminster. 

An earnest attempt should. be made to 
obtain a satisfactory solution to the native 
question along lines which, without de- 
priving the rative of his rights to develop- 
ment, would recognise the essentials of a 
white civilisation, and which would pro- 
vide a separate representation for white 
and black.

UNPLEASANT CONDITIONS 
IN DUBLIN. 


The heaviest, fall of snow that Dublin 
has experienced this winter occurred 
yesterday. Snow began to fall in the 
afternoon, and continued almost without 
cessation until midnight.

selves in the different provinces. 

Anyone. who knows the conditions in Bengal 
and Bombay, Mr. Churchill said, will realise 
what dire peri] that will bring upon every 
British resident there. Never has ie such 
a spectacle of a powerful country divesting 
itself gratuitously, wantonly, without any 
need or compulsion, of its duties and respon- 
sibilities, and casting away the title deeds of 
its power and fame. ' '' 

A very large number of Conservative mem- 
bers were known to Have profound misgiv- 
ings, he added, and these would increase as 
Mr. Macdonald's true purposes in India be- 
came more plainly revealed. Conservatives 
ought to bring their influence to bear upon 
their members. Mr. Macdonald and his band 
of National Socialists would disappear, but 
the injury to the British Empire might never 
be repaired. 

Having asked why the national credit had 
not been used to finance schemes of construc- 
tive work, Mr. Churchill said that perhaps 
100,090 men might have been found work in 
the building trade during the winter. The 
Government were still negotiating over the 
question of resuming work on the two giant 
hrets. At the same time there was nothing 
new in the problem which was not visible to 
the Ministers six or eight months ago. If 
the Government had taken such steps as he 
had mentioned, 250,000 men might have been 
put to work since October.

THE DEADLOCK CONTINUES. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 


A state of deadlock has been reached in 
the Northern Ireland Railway strike, and 
no further moves towards peace are antici- 
pated during the week-end. The companies 
are insisting that the ten per cent. dee 
tion on the May, 1931, wages awarded by 
the Railway Wages Board should be 
brought into operation, and the strikers 
are not prepared to accept the full award 
or to regard the conciliation machinery as 
arbitration machinery. 

The strike has now been in operation for 
twenty-four days. This is the longest 
strike in railway history; for disputes in 
Great Britain have generally terminated 
within a week. 

The heads of the respective railway 
unions have left Belfast tor a few days, 
together with some members of the Execu- 
tive Committees, and this lends colour to 
the suggestion that no peace moves will 
take place for the next few days. Small 
committees of the men’s organisations are 
in session daily to watch developments. 


THE TRANSPORT SYSTEM, 


Alderman F. B. Simpson, President of 
the Railway Clerks’ Association, who re- 
turned to Belfast to-day, in an interview, 
said that the leader in a Belfast news- 
paper to-day, talking about the issue being 
whether the Wages Board finding is 
obligatory or not, was nonsense. 

‘* That, point,” he said, ‘‘ is one of fact, 
not argument. The fact is the finding is 
not binding. The question as to the de- 
gree of consideration that should be given 
to such a finding is another matter. 

‘‘ The attempt to introduce cross-border 
politics into the dispute is no more 
fortunate. The crux if. the question, 
from a public standpoint, is the impera- 
tive necessity of seeing an efficient trans- 
port »system.

They sleep and eat under the pro- 
tection of armed Free State soldiers. 

The attacks commenced last Saturday 
night, when two ‘bus drivers were set 
upon by a number of men after they had 
left their ‘buses at the garage. Other 
attacks were made in various parts of the 
town on Monday. It is also learned that 
attempts were made to prevent the people 
in whose houses some of the men lodged 
from serving them with food. 

The ’bus service by the Great Northern

quay last Monday.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN'S

morning on polling day in connection 

with the recent general election led to

O’Hagan. who is chairman of the local 
Fianna Fail Cumann, told the Court that 
Fianna Fail posters had been torn down on 
the previous Saturday night, and that the 
club had decided to guard. both the posters 
and their transport in a nearby garage on the 
night before the poll. They had three parties 
of twelve men each parading the streets. 

At about 12.30 a.m. they saw a Comann na 
nGaedheal party painting the streets, The 
witness was standing at the corner with 
twelve of his men when others of his fol-

lowers came up. Three of his men decided 
to go for a walk alorg the Summerhill road. 


STRUGGLE FOR REVOLVER. 


Soon afterwards the witness heard his name 
mentioned and went towards the place 


whence the voice came. On hearing the de- 
fendant ask for him, he went up to Duigenan, 


'who said: ‘‘ Harry, this is intimidation !” 


He replied: ‘‘It is not, Pat!’ Duigenan 
asked what the erowd was doing there, and 
the witness asked whether anyone had inter- 
fered with his (Duigenan’s) party when thev 
were “ painting the town all might.” The 
witness also said: “You tore down our 
ren on Saturday night (meaning the 
A.C.A.),’ 

swcwi ha denied that and called him a liar. 
Ife then gave Duigenan a slight push. 
Duigenan stepped back about three paces and 
milled a gun and told him to ‘come on.” 
The gun was a long Webley. The witness 
stepped on one side, caught the revolver by 
the cylinder, and called on William Anderson 
to help him to take it from the defendant. 
A struggle for the weapon followed, and 
Anderson succeede-l in getting it. : 

The witness then gave evidence of going 
to the Guards’ barracks, where they haided 
up the revolver. 

Cross-exemined by Mr. F. W. Moorhead, 
solicitor, be admitted that he was the first 
to touch the defendant. There had been no 
row up to that time. He was not assaulted 
before or after, nor had he any fear that Lis 
life was in danger. 

William Anderson described how he went 
to the assistance of the last witness and 
teok the revolver from Duigenan. When on 
the way to the barracks he found the 
revolver on cock, pointed it in the air and 
pulled the trigger, when a shot went off.

Although I cannot claim to have done 


‘as good work as yours, nevertheless, with the 


help of good patterns, [ have turned out 
some very beautiful frocks, and, like many 
other women of 1935, much dressmaking is 
included in my personal “economy cam- 
paign.”” 

lo your notes I would like to add three 
hints which, given to me when a beginner, 
have proved of great value. 

First, my “‘ cutting out ” is always done on 
a carpeted floor, If the material is of a very 
delicate shade, I cover the carpet with a large 
white sheet. Thus, m no way cramped for 
space, I can fit all the paper patterns im posi- 
tion before beginning to use the scissors.
